On the other hand, the democrats, a good 
many of whom look forward to the speaker- 
ship, or the committee, and some of whom 
have a great opinion of Mr. Wood's fertility 
of resource, were also demoralized. They 
thought it rather sharp practice, and 
some of the profane began to use strong 
language; several of them went over to Mr. 
Ransler’s seatand satisfied themselves that 
the invitation was really from Mr Wood, and 
they returned to theirown side ofthe house 
more astonished than pleased. At last, that 
excitement grew too overpowering, and a 
member, bolder than the rest, was despatch- 
ed to hunt up Wood and askhim what in 
thunder he meant. In five minutes both 
sides of the houselooked happier, for Wood, 
after a moment of puzzle, exclaimed, ‘‘Con- 
found it, thet’s where Ransom’s invitation 
went, of course!’’ It turned out that it was 
Gen. Ransom, of North Carolina, and not 
Mr. Ravsier, of South Carolina, who had 
been asked to dine, and that the invitation 
had been obscurely directed and had gone 
astray. There was a general feeling-of re- 
lief on both sides of the house when this mis 
take was discovered.

elsewhere related, the day had butone no- 
table event, the visit of King Kalakaua to 
the capitol, He waa dressed in a plain 
black suit and showed an erect and soldier- 
ly figure. When the speaker politely al- 
luded, In his address, to Kalakaua’s wisdom 
and beneficence as a ruler, and hig exalted 
virtues as a man the poor king, who has 
heard some-ugly language from a pretty 
lively opposition at home, was for amoment 
amazed, butevidently concluded to accept 
the compliment. 
The reception of the king at the White 
House this evening is very brilliant. Many 
of the foreign ministers are in full uniform, 
as are alsothe army and navy officers and 
the king’s staff, and as the company is rig- 
idly seleet, there being but eight hundred 
invitations issued, the toilets of the ladies 
being brilliant, the affair is one of the most 
splendid imaginable.
